Dear Sir :—I wrote to you last year 
respecting the purchase of land and 
you were kind enough to request Mr. 


says the State lands are for sale at 12} 
cents. What I now. write about isto 
ask if you can indicate to mea tract 
of land at 123 cents per acre with at 
least a portion of it suitable for the 
plough, and if possible near the sea 
omnevigntte water, or railway. But 
I should at first try sheep and cattle 
(in the west or higber Jand) and per- 
haps Angora goats, and I should also 
endeavor to get some French Protes- 
tants to settle with me, especially 
“vignerons,’’ alsosome Dutch as well 
as some of my own countrymen. I 
want to be so situated as to enjoy 
as mild a winter as possible. 

There is also another question J 
wish to ask: Would you take North 
Carolina old 6 per cent bords in pay- 
ment for the land, as it would be a 
great favor, as I am a holder of bonds? 
Should you be able to oblige me and 
would take the trouble so to do, if, on 
my arrivalin the State, [ could be 
of service to you, politically or other- 
wise, you might rely upon me, also

I should 
prefer land as free of timber as possi- 
vle;as I should like to put stoek upon 
the Jand at once, Hoping you will

The 
berry, every one knows, is intensely 
acid, and that may be the principle 
of its action. Probably it bas other 
curative propertics. At any rate, it 
is a simple, cheap and convenient 
remedy, often tobe applied when doc- 
tors cannot be reached, and Mr. Sor- 
rell says he has never Known an in- 
s‘ance of failure to effect a cure. 


MOVEMENT OF COTTON IN RALEIGH. 
Receipts for week ending Feb. 5th 
’76, 401 bales; same week last year, 
802 Decrease in receipts for week 
this year, 401. Whole receipts since 
Sept. ist ‘76 to date, 29,378; for same 
time last year, 23,213. Increasein 
receipts this year to date, 6,165. 

It will be seen that our receipts for 
week this year are just one half whac 
they were for same week last year. 
This may be accounted for by the 
dull market and low price. Our 
market closing quiet at 12} 12}, last 
year it closed action at 143. The re- 
ceipts for this week in the United 
States as compared with same week 
last year have fallen off 59,497 bales ; 
showing general depression through- 
out the whole country.

Letter, from the Supreme Court 
| 
‘BUPREME Court. 
‘Raleigh, Feb. 5th, 1876 
Editor Daily News:—Pilease pub- 
lisk the following from ‘Rules of 
Practice adopted at June Term, 1869,’ 
as appears from 63d vol. N. C. Re- 
ports, viz:
